The two men 
lingered about the town inqniring 
for fúra and tried to trade with the 
Indiana, hoping thua to get tbe de- 
aired information about the miea- 
ing child. Hearing nothing they 
gave up all hopea, and tnrned their 
attention to a pair offine horeea. 
They alipped them, hitched tbem 
aome dištance from the town, and 
then went back and waited in am- 
buab for the warriore tbat might 
oorne in purauit. Two were shot 
down and their ornamente taken, 
and theee were kept for yeara. The 
braceleta were burned wben Tboro- 
aa Galford, J r., loat bie honae. Tbe 
c aptnred horeea were fine atalllona. 
The bay w^a called “Buck Kabbit" 
and the otber “Iriah Grey.” “Back 
Rabbit” waa aold to John Bird, tbe 
anceator of tbe Bird relationsbip 
on Upper Back Creek. The otber 
waa bongbt by John Harnee, a tra- 
der from Stánnton.
